The like turning of water into blood , was ſcen in divgrs 
parts ot Germany a little before, and ſince, their bloudic war 
and troubles began. | 

In Februaric x 633. at Dubenſhutz, avillage in the territorie 

of elthenbwrg, water in a pagd-was turned into blood, which * 
had ſuch a ſtrong filthie ſayour,as the paſſengers that did touch 
it, could not waſh off the ſtinke inthree dayes. Bur, what fol- 
lowed 2 Within thar yeer, Dabenſhutz , and divers villages 
were (ct on fire, and the Inhabitants moſt maſcrably flaughrer-/ 
e&d. Women, yea, Ladies, gentlewomen and others , were 
coupled together like dogs, and led into the woods to be ra- 
viſhed, who, tor reſiſting had their cloarhs ſtript off, their bo- 
dies whiprt, their cares cut off, and ſo ſent home again, Lachry- 
me Germanit, 
In May 1631, at Hall in lower Saxonie, water was turned 
into blood, which prodigic was fulfilled in the middle of the 
{ame moncth of May, when a bartell was fought between the 
Imperialiſts, and the Swedes, where the Imperiall armie was 
bear out of rhe field, and 15000 ſlain, beſides them that were 
miſcrably ſlain and troden under foor, inthe purſuit. 

The water in the Town-ditch at L=tz-». was turm'd into 
blood, which prodigie was fulfilled uponthe fixth of Noyem- 
ber, 1632, 51a bloodie bartcll, between theTmperialiſts and the 
Swedes; ni which the Swedes did overthrow the whole Impe- 
riall armic, with ſlaughter of 9coo men. _

dinner at his houſe in the Strand, ought not to be ſleighted; © 
though ſome do pur it off with this, that the Oiſters were ſick;

of the reſt that came in that ride > 

To make mention of all the ſeverall apparitions that have 
been ſeen in Germany, would cometo a large volume : there, 
fore I leave them, and come to the like appariſions that have 
been (ecn in this land. 

In September 1640, Thom Crump, Carrier of Tcuxburie, 
and his ſon and divers others,travelling to London before day, 
and alſo paſlengers coming inthe Tide-boat trom Graveſen 
roLondon at the ſame time, did {ce an huge gicat Giant inthe 
aire, thrice Lions, three ſhips under (ail, three warlike horſes, 
men in armour; a great Ciric ina dark cloud, an.| after that, an 
other Citie twiſe as big, and red as (carlcr. 

When our dread Soveraign King (harles was inthe North 
with an Armie again{t the Scots, two Lions were ſeen to go 
der the Moon pawing at it, and after them, a woman with 
a crown upon her head, and atter her thiee globes, or fire balls, 
ſparkling. A truerelation of this, I read ina lerter ſent from Mr 
5: an Alderman ef Lincolne, to his brother Mr white. an 
Upholſter in Cornhull. 

On Thurſday, the 4", of this preſent monerth of Auguſt, 
1642. about five of the clocke in the atcernoon, the ſound of a 
Drum was heard very loud in the aire, beating very flerccly; 
af:cr a while was heard a long peal ot {mail ſhot, andafter that 
a diſcharging as it were of great Mrdnance, in a picht field, this 

continued abou: an hoare and an halt, and then made a migh- 
tie and violent report alrogether;at chc ceaſing whereof a black 
ſt-nc was ſhot our of the skie, which was about cight inches 
long, five or {ix inchcs broad, ai:d twoirches thick, which was 
taken upby a couple of men that heard thenoiſe of it whizing 
in the aire as it paſt by them, bur did not ſee t. They found it 
by mcans of a little dog) t io follow it by the ſcent,and di1 
run barking to and again; at length they followed the dog, till 
it brought them to the place ——_ lay, covered wirh gall

and carth; The men that found ir, brought it to London, and 
ſhewed it toa - op of the Houſe of Parliament, on whoſe 
ground it was found, and by him, to divers of his triends, 

One Captain 70bn/on,and ne Mr Thomſon, men well known 
in that parc of Suffolke, being then at a Town called Wood- 
bridge;hearing rhis marvelous noiſe,toward Alborough,verily 
{\uppoling that ſome enemic was landed, and did make ſome 
ſu.lden on{er upon the town, did take hotſe and haſten home- 
wards, the rather. becauſe they heard the noite of the battell 
louder and louder; and being on rheir way, neer Alborough, 
they met with the greateſt part ot the townſioik, who were ge- 
neraliy all run out of their houſcs, rtbund about amazed with 
this noiſe of war: then, ſuddenly, was hcard a joytull noiſe of 
muſick, and of ſundrie Inttruments, in a melodious manner, 
for a good ſpace together, which ended with an harmonious 
ringing ot bels.

He fearfull Judgements that Sod hath ſhewed upon 
Churchesare many, as appeareth by the multitude of 

@ Letters Pattents, granted to gather the bencvoience of 
well diſpoſcd Chriſtians, toward the repairing of Churches, 
tcrnand ſpoiled wich Lightning and Thunder, ever ſince the 
Service-book was firſt eſtabirſhed by ef of Parliamenr, and 
eſpecially, ſince the new Orders were made, 

Moſt remarkable is the teartul judgements which was ſhew- 
ed onthe Pariſh Chuich of Withcombe, in Deven/tire, being a 
very fair Church, newly trimmed, having a very tair Tower, 
with orcat and {mall Pinnacles, one of the tamouſeſt Towrts 
in the Weſt part of England, 

Onthe 21, of Ofober, 1638, in Service time , was heard a 
feartull Thunder, much like thenoiſe or report of great can- 
nons, and a moſt {trange and teartull darknefſe, and a ftr 
loachſome ſmell of brimſtone ; and a fearfull blaſt, char ſtruc 
in at the North fide of the Tower ; and tearing thr 2 
ſtrong ſtone wall, came ;nto the Church, rhrough the higheſt 

window, 
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window, and took with it a great part thereof; and with a 
mighty power ſtruck againſt the North-ſide wall of the 
Church, and did batter and ſhake it very much and went to- 
wards the Pulpit, and in the way took with it the Lime and 
Sand trom the wall, and grate the wall, and defaced ir, being 
newly whuced.,and tore away the (ide Desk of the Pulpit ;and 
colourcd the Pulpit black, and leſt it moiſt, as if it had been 
newly wiped over with ink. 

There was alſo a molt fearful] Lightning, which did aftrighe 
the people, and ſcalded them fo, as the molt part of them tell 
down, {ome on their knees, ſome on their faces, and ſome one 
upon another crying. 

The Miniſters wife had her Ruffe and linen next her bodie 
burnt off, and her body grievouſly ſcorched, 

One Miſtris Ditford | cr in the ſcat with her, had her 
g0Wn, two waſt-coats, and her linen next her body burne off, 
and her body grieyoully ſcorched. 

Another woman running our of the Church, had her cloths 
ſer on fire, her body (corched, and her fleſh rorn on her back, 
m grievous manner, 

ne Maſter Hil, a gentleman, had his head (mir againſt the 
wall, and died the next day. 

Sir Richard Reynolds, Warrinerhad his head cloven, his skull 
rent 1n thice,peeces, whereot two fell into chenext feat; rhe 
other fell in the ſeat where he fart, his brains fell intire and 
whole into the next ſcat behind him: h's blood daſht againſt 
the wall : ſome ot the sKkin of his head, fl-h and. hair, to the 
quanticie of, an; handtull , was carried 1nto the Chayxcell, and 
{tuck taſt berween the Cl:urch and the Chanceil ; his bodice 
was icit in the ſeat, as though he had bcen alive, fitting 
allcep, and leaning upon his cibow, reſting onthe Desk before 
him, with the torcpart of his head and face whole.

- On Whitſunday laſt, 1640. in the Pariſh of eAvthony in 
Corn\vell, when the people were kneeling at the Communuon, 
por claps of T hundcr was heard, as though divers Carmons 
d been ſhor offat once ; andextraordinarie and moſt feartull 
flaſhes of Lightnings, and a terrible and unſpeakable _ 
ſound, to the great amazement of the people ; and: when t 
Miniſter was tutning towards the Coramunion Table to give

a flaming fire about his body, and withall, heard a terrible and 
onſgeakl ſound, and had no hurt, ſaye that the outſide of 
one ot his legs was (calded. : 

Preſently after that,divers bals of fire came into the Church, 
and ſtruck one Ferdinands Reepe on the ſole on his left toot with 
ſuch violence, as he thought his toor had been ſplit in pieces, 
and was for a while deprived of hus ſences. 

One John Hoage was ſtruck in the knees, and thighes, and 
lower part of his body, {o as he chought every parc ot his body 
ro be unjoyned, 

One Dorothy Twbbe was {truck ſo.as ſhe thought her legs and 
knees were ſtruck off from her body. | 

One Anthony Pecke was fearfully ſtruckin all the lower parts 
of his. body, ſo. as it ſeemed. as dead; and felc the watet in his 
bladder, as it were boyling hot, and chought that he had been

'One Suſan Colins was ſtruck in the lower parr of het body, 
ſoas it ſcemed to her, to be ftruck off from the upper part, and 
was {calded on the wreſt on the right hand.

Afoon as this fcarfull ſtore was over, they that were weak, 
notable to ſtand, through the mercy of God were reſt red to 
their ſtrensth ; and thcy that were trantick, totheir ſences; and 
hcthat was blind, was reſtored to his fight, and came all rothe 
Lords table and reccived the Wine ; and went all ſafe home, 
_— God, and rcturued all, in the afternoon, to give God 
thanks. 

Theſe fearfull judgements , that God hath ſhewed upon 
Churches, in time of Divine Service,do call for reformation 
of things amiflein the publike worſhip and ſervice of God. 

Art eAlfordin S»ffelke, when the Parſon ( M* Osbwrne ) was 
going out of his Pue 10 rcad the ſecond Service, a beam over 
the Altar (as they call it) did break; and with the fall did break 
the Altar topeiccs. | | 

One (a very honeſt man) did xell me, that the beam did fall 
down neer the Table, and did rebound, and lightupon the Al- 
tar. Whicheif ir be true , is very remarkable : So alſo s the 
hand of God , upon the communicants aboye-mentioned in 
ſtriking them cn the lower parts of their bodies, thighs, knees, 
legs, and ſoles of their icer, and in lifting one up trom kneel- 
ingand in (ctting him upon the form,before which he kneeled.

One Wright at Kingſton rejoycing at the ſuſpending of their 
M.niſtcr and others,tor not reading the book of Sports in their 
Chuiches, ſaid, that he hoped to ſee them all ſo ſerved ſhortly, 
was within a day or two atter {truck with a dead palfie all oyer 
one fide, and with þl:ndnefle and dumbneſle, to as he could 
neither go, nor ſee. nor hear, nor ſpeak. 

At Walton upon Thames on the Lords day, three youn 
men in the laft great Froſt went over the T hames into a houſe 
of «xforder, one of them mecrtily diſcourſing in a Tavern of 
their Sabbath as, and vyoiage over the ice, on Tucſday next 
atter returning homewards,they all three ſank downas ftones; 
whcreot one was miraculouſly preſeryed, and the other two 
drowned. 
 Tomake mention of all the judgements that God hath 
ſhewed upon Sabbath: breakers, ſince the book of Sports was 
commanded to be read in Churches, would come to g large 
volume; let theſe few examples warn us to remember the Sab- 
bath day to keep it holy.

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Ina Tavern in Oxford, a health wasdrumk to the coniuſion 
of all Rownd-heads; which when it had gone round, one ſaid, 
come, I will go and cut acaper,ro the contuſion of the Round- 
heads. Aſſoon as he began to dance, and to cut his caper, he 
fell down an1 broke his leg, and did keep his bed a long time, 
and at lait died. 

In the Mirer-Tavernin Fleer-ftreet, where fome of the Ca- 
valiers were drinking, and ſeeing the Train'd-band coming, 
did give them abuſtve language,and alſo did throw ſome thing 
out at window upon them.One that had mote ingenuitie then 
the other, reproved them : Ulpon that they did ask him if he 
were a Rownd-head, and one of them drew upon him,but he put 

his thruſt,got within him,and (tabbed him with a Stillerto; 
hen the other two drew upon him, and he wounded them 
both; of which three, two are dead, the other. is very like to 
die. Here we may ſee Gods juſtice upon them , as was once 
ſhewed upon the Ammornes and Moabnecs , who ſlew one 
another. 

A woman in Chree-(burch Pariſh ſleeping in Sermon-time, 
was wakened by one M** Clark, an honelt woman fearing 

God, who ina neighbourly and loving way, did but jog her 
knee z ſhe being therewith awakened, did in wrathiuil manner 
ſpeak. ſaying, You bold drunken luc, do you kick me 2 with 
many other unciv1ll ſpeeches, which M'* Clark, did pur up in 
ſence, and acquainted her husband with u > who defared the 
Miniſter, and Churchwardens and others of the Veſtric-men 
toſend tor her husband, who came and brought her with hum, 
thin ſhe, as ſoun as ſhe ſaw wheretore ſhe was fent tor, wene 
out 1na rage, and heating a woman ſay thar M'* Clark, did 110t 
kick her, ſhe did curſc her, ſaying, A pox take you, you are 
one ot the holy filters, and ſuddenly did tall down dead , and 
(as one that took notice ot it, ſaith) her rongue did turn black, 

In J«ly laſt, 1643. one Mr Blackwell a reverend Divine in 
Buckinghamſhire, did write to his brother , Mr 81a ket, the 
Kings Grocer in Bread-ſtreet, London, that a woman who was 
a {corncr.and deridex of ſuch as do truly tear God, commonly 
calling then: Rownd-heads, was delivered of achi'd, that had no

In Whirſonweek laſt, 1642. an hearb- woman rayling on 
Rownd-beads, and wiſhing evill unto them, was ſuddenly ſtruck 
by the hand of God, fo as ſhe was not able to ſtir ; Whereupon 
ſhe was carried in a Sedan, from Cheapfide to Barnsby- ſtreer, 
and there died in her own houſe. 

About the tenth of this monetrh of Augult,x 642.One Oliver 
an Ink-horn- maker on Tower-hill, London, ſpeaking againſt 
Rownd-heads,did threaten that he would be one of the firſt that 
would help to pull them down; The next day he was ſtruck 
with the , and died, and his ſon.
